A VERY GOOD SHOWING 


Topeka, Nov. 25.—The Kansas board 


of agriculture tas prepared a final bul- 
letin showing the state's crop yields 
and farm values and the number and 
farm values of live stock for the year 
1897. 


The total yield of winter wheat is 


50.040,374 bushels, worth $33,798,612. or 
almost 160 per cent more than last 
year's crop. 
The average yield per 


acre is 15.07 bushels. 


The corn crop is 152,140,893 bushels, 


or 68,278,421 bushels less than in lS9t», 
and its value is $7,077,720 less. 


Of oats the yield is 23,431,273 bushels, 


an increase of 4,116,501 bushels. The 
yield per acre was 23.82 bushels. 


Spring wheat shows a yield of 936,- 


230 bushels, as against 601,523 bushels 
in 1896. 


•The combined value of winter and 


spring wheat, corn and oats is $66,- 
7C8.7SS, an increase of $15,071,930 over 
that of last year. 


The figures given are a result of 


probably the most searching inquiry 
the board has ever undertaken for 
learning beyond question, in careful 
detail, the extent and 
value of the 


state's productions. 


The probable total acreage of winter 


wheat sown the present autumn is 
about 3,845,000 acres, or an increase 
over the previous year of 16 per cent 


In spite of an unusually dry fall iii 


much of the state a large proportion of 
the wheat is growing and promises 
well. 


The net increase in value of this 


year's agricultural 
productions over 


that of 18% is $20,204,246, and of live 
stock $20,508,985, a total increase o£

Mr. Kiilian u a native of jswitzer 


land and came to America about ten 
years ago. His trade i« that of a bntchi-r, 
and he worked at U for 13 years before 
coming here. He says that in the coun- 
try he carue from horse meat i& used as 
extensively for food as beef is here. Be 


that it is much more healthful 
beef and is used in his country 


with great success in hoepitala. Since 
yM^iiig to America Mr. Kiilian says he 
as* not eaten horse meat until the other 
day, although be has often longed for 
it Be says that ha used it so long for a 
•taplA article of food that he prefers it 
to any other meat 


The K^'an family consists of him- 


self, his wife and three children, the 
oldest S yean of age. Their comfortable 
tone and the appearance of the family 
dispel at once the idea that the horse 
meat was eaten aa a matter of necessity. 
Each member of the family is the pic- 
tare of health. Mrs. Kiilian is a model 
of tbe comely Swiss housewife and does 
not look any the worse for eating the 
meat with which her husband says he 
•applied his table. 


In speaking of bow be again com- 


menced using horse meat as a food, aft- 
er abstaining from it for so long, Mr. 
Kiilian tells the following story: About 
a month ago he found himself out of a 
^ob and could find no other. He was too 
thrifty a roan to sit. calmly down and 
see his small savings spent without any- 
thing coming in, so he cast about for 
some means of picking np a few stray 
dollars to supply the family larder until 
he could find a permanent position. Be- 
ing a butcher, he went among the slaugh- 
ter houses of St. Louis and in his ram- 
bles fotmd one that was turased. This 
he rented for a small amount and start- 
ed in a new business on his own hook. 


It is a fact that there is on sale at the 


horse aad mule markets a certain class 
of animals which to the dealers is known. 
as "glue stock." This is old horses 
and males, so antiquated and decrepit 
that they- are uufii even to haul an ash 
cart This "glue stock" is usually sold 
to the proprietors of glue factories and 
brings from $i to $3 per head. Kiilian 
knew of these sales and conceived the 
idea of mnkicg money as a middleman 
betweew the horse dealers and the man- 
ufacturers. 


After having comp'ieted arrangements 


with tbe glue raanafcetarers and rent- 
ing the slaughter housa he went to the 
male and horse market and purchased a 
conpte of horses, which he took to the 
slaughter bouse and killed. He skinned 
the carcasses and sold the bodies at one 
of the glue factories. The hides he sold 
to a hide dea!°r. wt-h w-hotn SIB had 
previously made arrangements. On Ms 
investment lie realized q'aits a neat lit- 
tle profit and was so well satisfied with 
the results that be has continued in the 
business, and it is yielding him a snffi 
cien« sum to live comfortably. 


While working en the bodies of the 


horses be had killed he experienced tho 
desire to once mare eat horse meat. 
Having killed so many horses for food 
in the old country, he was a good judge 
of the kind of an animal to be used for 
that purpose, so he looked about for a 
horse to be used as food. He finally 
found one which,could be purchased 
very cheaply on account of its age, but 
•which, he claims, was in a perfectly 
healthy condition. Before purchasing 
the horse be informed an acquaintance 
of his intentions and was told that he 
would be arrested. To make matters 
unre be applied for tbe permit to kill 
and eat the horse and was refused. He 
was a disappointed man when he left 
the city hall after the refusal, for his 
appetite for horse meat had returned, 
and he now saw all chances of satisfy 
ing it disappearing. However, he con- 
sulted a number of his friends ^nd 
learned that there was no law to pre- 
vent him from eating what he wanted 
to, so he purchased the horse and a por- 
tion of it adorned his table recently. 


Mr. Kiilian said that he has a treat 


in store for the newspaper ni«>n of Ss 
Louis. As soon as the weather gets 
cooler, he said, he will get a sleek, fat 
horse, kill it and have a feast, to which 
all the scribess in the city will bo invit- 
ed.—St. Jxmta Republic.

Time was wh«« the logs were, drawn 


over roads of suuw and ieu on tha great 


sledjjes to the banks of some river, 


drawn out ou tiio ico and left until the 
springtime, when they would be floated 
dowu stream to the mills. In some- 
places the system is still iu vogue, but 
In larga measure ail this has buen 
cliaugwl. Lugging railroads have been, 
bniit into the- forests, enabling the own- 
ers of piuo luiids to reach forests far 
from any stream. Spars from the main 
branch of the road are built out like the 
fingers on au enormous band clutching 
at the defenseless pines. After a tortu- 
ous passage through the paths of the 
woods the log ia loaded upon the skid- 
way—an iodine leading down to the- 
railway track. The skid* are long, 
tongh poles of t^»»»v»«'*r or some hard 
wood, placed about 20 feet apart. 


The logs easily roll down on these 


skids and are drawn by horses up on the 
short, •wide freight cars, and as fust as 
one car is loaded another takes its 
place, until a train of perhaps SO cars 
is made np. The road is a very rough 
one, and the trains are supplied with 
the best of airbrakes, for the grades are 
steep, and great care must be exercised 
or the trains will break in two and 
disaster and possibly loss of life will 
follow if a part of one of the trains 
breaks away and starts down the grade.

"Tbe individual producers tf this 
section have taken tbe preliminary 
steps by which they hope t j deai a 
disastrous blow to their old enemy, 
the Standard Oil Company, 
in a 


very quiet manner a subscription pa- 
per was started among tbe producers 
for tbe purpose of raising a fund to 
Institute qno-warranto proceedings 
against tbe Standard Oil Company to 
have the charter of tbe company an- 
nulled for receiving Pennsylvania 
crude oil, and while tbe same is in 
transit as the property of tbe indi- 
vidual producers mixing it with an 
inferior quality of oil known as Ohio 
or Lima oil, thereby destroying the 
value of tbe Pennsylvania crude while 
tbe property of tbe producers. 


Tbe bails of the producers' ccm« 


plaint is that the Standard has been 
receiving from them the pure Penn- 
sylvania at 65 cents at tbe wells and 
mixing it with Lima oil, which l* 
worth 42. It is claimed that tbe 
Lima oil Is pumped to Parker, where 
it is mixed with Pennsylvania crude 
and pumped east, and that tbe Inde- 
pendent refiners had to pay 65 cents 
for the mixture, while pure Pennsyl- 
vania crude commands 85 cents in 
New York, but tbe Standard is not 


le to deliver it. 
The movement among the individ- 


ual producers has been working quiet- 
ly and subscriptions to the fund ag-

"I submit plans of an 


ship-winch has been arranged to include 
asiiuny conveniences as are practicable 
iu such a vessel. It ib primarily intend 
ed us a vessel for the care of sick and 
wounded tutu, aud all other considera- 
tions are niadt" subservient to this end. 


The vessel us designed will be of 


3,500 tens displacement, 275 feet on 
the load hue aud 300 feet over all, with 
twin screws and a speed of 14 knots, 50 
foot beam and drawing IS feet, and a 
coal capacity of 450 tons, giving IS days' 
steaming at 10 knots. 


"The water tanks will hold 9,000 


gallons, and the ship -.rill carry four 
fteam launches and four barges, each 
barge arranged with a 3ying floor be- 
tween the thwarts, so as to convenient- 
ly carry 12 cots on the floor. There will 
be beds for 274 men and hammock space 
foraO; staterooms for S disabled officers, 
and cot Epace for 12. The beds for the 
men are hair uiattressed on woven wire 
springs, supported by plain iron frame- 
work with corner stanchions. 


"The height of the deck beams, being 


8 feet, allows two tiers of bertha The 
forward ward oa the tipper deck has 
been left with only one tier of berths, 
for a ward of isolation or to accommo- 
date more serious casea The vessel can 
comfortably accommodate 3,">0 wounded 
or sick men, with sufficient berthing 
•qpaee for the crew of the vessel. 


"There are quarters for 4 medical 


officers, 2 apothecaries and 12 nurses. 
On the upper deck is an inclosed room, 
22 by 24 feet, for convalescent officers, 
and a room 26 by 35 feet for convales- 
cent men.
